PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To make it possible to restore a 
temporarily deleted element by inputting the information unit 
of a corresponding generation destination to a comment 
sentence or a generation source at the time of generation 
processing after deleting a generation element. 
SOLUTION: A generation source information analyzing part 
1 analyzes a generation source file 5 and outputs an element 
to be generated to a generation source table 6. An existing 
source analyzing part 2 analyzes an existing source code 
and outputs an existing source code element table 7 
indicating an element name and the necessity/unnecessity of 
comment preparation. An element table comparing part 3 
merges both the tables 6, 7 and outputs a generation 
element table 8 indicating the element name and the 
existence of a generation source element. A generation 
processing part 4 generates a new source code for an 
element corresponding to a constitutional element inputted 
again on a diagram so as to return a comment to an 
execution sentence in accordance with the contents of the 
table 8. Since it is unnecessary to input deleted data again, 
input load can be reduced. 
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
